Washington, May 26.—The president 


Wednesday issued a call for 
75,000 


volunteers. This means the invasion 
of Cuba, the taking of Porto Rico, the 
dispatch of a larger army to the Philip- 
pines than has before been considered 
and a reserve army at home for the 
purposes of JiUlng depleted regiments 
•with seasoned and drilled soldiers in- 
stead of raw recruits.. This is the ex 
planatlon given at tho war department. 
The president's call is as follows: 


"By the President of

In addition to our regiment there is a 


regiment each from Illinois, North Caro- 
lina nnd Iowa, in camp. Kve move regi- 
ments arc expected, .which will mnke over 
9.000 men nt the camp.

Some of 
the negroes say that alligators and croc- 
odiles inhabit the waters of the river, 
and those who take ci-edence in the 
story cnnnot be hired to bathe there but 
go t'o the natatorium for a swim. The 
first day we were here the natatorium 
proprietor opened the place free to 
the 


soldiers, nnd over 1,000 by actual count,-! 
took advantage of it. Since then he has | 
reduced the price from 
25 cents to 10 


cents, and the place is always crowded. 
The swimming place is a large tank 30x 
50 feet and ranging in depth from 31/- to 
8 feet. 
It is fitted up with a chute, 


springboards and rings and is up-to-date 
throughout. Shooting the chutes 
into

SOMETHING OF JACKSONVILLE. 
Jacksonville is a city of about 35,000 


inhabitants, 15,000 of whom arc colored. 
It is one of the prettiest and cleanest 
cities in the south and has a water sup- 
ply thnt is equal to any city in the coun- 
try. It is the largest c-ity in Florida nnd 
lies on tho St. Johns river, seventena 
miles from the Atlantic ocenn. At 
the 


mouth of the river, on the ocean, is Pablo 
Beech, said to be One of the finest bath- 
ing resorts in the world. Two railroads 
nm to it over which excursions are. con- 
ducted every day. The most beautiful 
spots in Jacksonville are the public parks 
there' being three in number,

made a, tour of one .of the parks yester- 
day and found it abounding in tropical 
flowers, trees nnd plants. We saw cam- 
phor, orange and lemon trees, huge palms 
and ferns and Japanese bamboo towering 
in tho nir twenty to twenty-five feet. 
These are the same as the line bamboo 
fish poles sold in Kacine. 


Jacksonville people have very little 


love for the colored people nnd the whites 
never associate with them. As a general 
rule they are ignorant and dirty, and in 
nowny arc they as intelligent as their 
own nice in the North. Most all the sa- 
loons down here are partitioned off, one 
aide for the whites and the other for the 
negroes. The blacks are not allowed to 
occupy the same coaches on a railroad 
train as the whit's, and on all passenger 
trains there is an exclusive car for them. 
Even in opera houses, apartments are set 
aside for them, most always in the top 
gallery. Speaking to a Southerner he 
told me that as a general rule the negroes 
nre deceitful and cnnnot be trusted. "If 
yon give them an inch," snid lie, "they 
will fake a foot antl the only way to deal 
with them is to keep them down. In 
Southern Florida, the people will not 
tolerate lawlessness by the negroes nnd 
shoot them down like dogs just as fast as 
they violnte the laws."

Company F boys are anxiously await- 


ing the day when they can go to the1 eea 
shore and 'see the sights. The boys have 
much fun fishing for crabs in the St. 
Johns river. Some oi them are as large 
as a pie plate and make an excellent 
meal, after being boiled. 


Chameleons are almost as plentiful in 


camp as grasshoppers in Racine, They 
are from: four to eight indies, long, and 
ge-t over . the ground very fast, 
which 


makes them hard to-catch. 


The "postoffice department has placed 


mail boxes .nbout the-camp and the city 
is extending its water mains, sa that ex- 
cellent water can be had anywhere about 
the camp. The pe-ople of the city 
are 


kind to the soldiers, and seem to be de- 
lighted at having the Northern boys with 
them. No one nppenrs to. know how long 
,ve -will stay here and it is evident that 
the United States army officers will not 
decide on any plans until the American 
nnd Spanish fleets meet in Cuban waters.

WASHINGTON,'May'27.—In the sen- 


ate Lodge offered a resolution for the 
annexation of Hawaii as an amendment 
to tho war revenue bill. The senatorial 
friends of annexation'declare that here- 
after the two measures must travel to- 
gether.

The introduction in the senate by 


Lodge of the. amendment to the war rev- 
enue measure providing for the, annexa- 
tion of 'Hawaii is tho result, of a confer- 
ence among the'advocates of annexation. 
They admit it will probably delay action 
on the revenue bill but express the opin- 
ion Ui-ot it will be accepted in the end. 
They ciuim they will "get the-votes of all 
except four Republican senators,'besides 
those of many Democrats, Populists and 
Silver Republicans. They say the ad- 
ministration 'is more anxious than ever 
for annexation, because-the holding of the1 


Philippine! necessitates a stopping place 
for our ships on the way there. Jone?, 
Democrat, of Arkansas, a member of the 
finance committee, expressed' the opiriion 
tJia-t the amendment would not be ac- 
cepted ,and declared it would certainly 
delay the passage' of the revenue bill in- 


. definitely. 


The aon'ate passed a bill providing for 


the second assistant secretary of war to 
be narritd by the president. Tiie salary 
to be fo-ar thousand dollars per year. 


Morgan offered a resolution providing 


that when any islands in the Atlantic or 
Pacific ocean are owned by the United 
Slates or occupied by civil or military 
forces as.a result of war with Spain or as 
a necessary means bf'flie conduction of 
such war, it shall be made lawful for the 
president in liU discretion to appoint a 
civil or military governor of such island, 
to maintain order and to protest .the 
lives, properly :uid peace of the people 
thereof, and to extend over such island, 
such part of the tax laws of tho United 
States, or o! such islands, whether rclat- 
in" to customs or internal taxation, as 
shall be best, in the" discretion of the. 
president; the currency of the United 
States to be lawful tender in such islands. 


The consideration of the war revenue 


measure was then resumed, Teller taking 
the floor and resuming his soeech of yes- 


I 
tcrday. 


The secretary of war sent to the sen- 


ate a draft'bf the bill to protect explo- 
sive mines in the waters oJ the United 
States. -It confers authority on the sec- 
retary of war to make regulations for 
vessels traversing mine fields and to pub- 
lish 
these regulations widely in this 


country and abroad. The penalty for 
disobedience is a- fine of one hundred to 
two thousand dollars and a forfeiture of 
master's license. 


In the house the bill amending tho in- 


ternational law relating to the bondage 
nnd outage periods of distilled spirits was 
passed. The house then went to the 
consideration of the private calendar. 


The senate resolution, authorizing the 


secretary of the navy to ^present'Admiral 
Dewey a sword and liis men commemor- 
ative medals "was passed without debate.

Pood 
supplies are under the supervision o£ 
the commissary general of subsistence 
and are likewise secured by contract. 


While the provisioning of a. company 


or regiment even is not a difficult task, 
the supplying of food for 100,000 men fs a 
far different matter, and It is absolutely 
essential . that transportation from the 
base of supplies should at all times be 
uninterrupted and subject to no delays. 
Fo'r this reason the government as- 
sumes control oi such railroads and ves- 
sels as might be necessary, private busi- 
ness being: permitted only so far as It 
does not conflict with military necessi- 
ties.
